"First of the nations of the British Empire beyond the seas; strong in 
the equal partnership of two races; illustrious in peace and in war; a 
great guardian of the fruits of the earth; a mighty mother of men; won¬ 
derful in the beauty of mountain, of river, of lake and of prairie; lovely 
in all the splendours of sun and snow. . . ."

Eaton Drivers Again Demonstrate That Vigilance 
Can Avoid Accidents 

Well over 1,100,000 miles travelled by nearly 200 Eaton vehicles in 
Manitoba, with an average of over 33,000 miles for any chargeable 
accident! That was the record rolled up by Eaton’s drivers since the 
last Drivers’ Dinner, said Mr. A. Arnason, Delivery manager, speak¬ 
ing at the Annual Drivers’ Dinner held May 20. 

Introduced by Chairman Gordon Muirhead, assistant Store super¬ 
intendent, guests at the head table included His Worship Mayor 
Garnet Coulter, Police Chiefs Harry Baudry, of St. Boniface, and Don¬ 
ald McDonald, of St. James; Provincial Director of Traffic Safety, Mr. 
R. B. Baillie; Police Traffic Inspector Montgomery; Messrs. R. M. 


Pinfold, W. L. Palk, A. Arnason, J. Newton, R. David. Almost 200 were present, including 


drivers from Brandon, Dauphin and Portage la Prairie. 


Said Mayor Coulter: “Eaton’s is to be con¬ 
gratulated on the high quality of personnel,” 
and he was happy because of their respect for 
citizens’ safety. “Keep up the good work and 
keep down injury and damage.” 

It was notable, said Mr. Muirhead, that 
available records showed 25 drivers with 16- 
year no-accident records; in actual fact the 
record may be even better. 

And, commented Mr. Palk, in the success 
of our dealings with the public — over and 
above organization, good equipment and 
safety checks—the spirit of the individual is 
the thing; our driving standards help prevent 
injury, misery and worry. He then read nu¬ 
merous tributes to the general good work of 
the Eaton Delivery men. 


Mr. R. B. Baillie emphasized the enormous 
increase in the number of vehicles on the 
streets and pointed out that safe driving must 
be defensive driving. It’s harder today even 
to maintain previous records, but he knew 
they would strive for better and better results. 

Mr. Palk then called on Hugh McDonald to 
receive a token bonus; and in reply, Mr. Mc¬ 
Donald thanked the Company for its gener¬ 
osity in these matters and assured them every 
man would, keep trying. 

Bonuses totalled nearly $2,600, and were 
handed out at the close of the meeting. Bari¬ 
tone Roy Firth was heard in song, and Bill 
Walker entertained very amusingly.
